The So-Called Hopkins County Strike Has 
Cost (he Agitator* A Larg« 
Sum ol Monty. 



SOME VERY FAT PICKINGS. 

The Officer* of the Organization a 
Their Lawyers Wave Had a 



The so-called strike that has 
been in Hopkins county for the 
past 16 months has been rather a 
eostlv thing for all parties con- 
cerned. At present we are not 
able to state what it has cost the 
coal companies of the county to 
defend themselves against the 
men who have been trying by 
persuasion, by threats and force 
to organize the mines of the dis- 
trict. The companies interrested 
have made no public statement 
of the expense incurred by them 
in trying to protect their prop- 
erty from destruction by others. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of dis- 
trict No. 88, United Mine Work- 
ers, makes his report of money 
expended from Oct. 1st, HHMi, to 
Dec. 1st, 1901, a period of four- 
teen months. 

The amount of money spent on 
the so-called "Hopkins county 
strike«" was $105,462.52. Of 
this $7,!MM>.50, was for legal ser- 
vices. 

The officers and organizers got 
$28,205.95 in salaries and 
penscs. 

The "strikers'^?) and "inci- 
dental exiKjnses" got $129,598 72. 

From the foregoing report, it 
seems that there has been si 
pretty fat pickings for a number 
of people. During that ti 
the lawyers have managed to 
gobble up $7,:(fl0.50 for their ser- 
vices. This is quite a nice little 
sum that these men have been 
able to put into their pockets 
and the pickings have just fairly 
commenced. 

But the officers and organi 
have come iu for a still larger 
share. There ore not a greai 
many officers, that is as we mi 
derstand it, but what few then 
are, with the organizers hav< 
managed to make a pretty good 
thing out of it. The sum of $2S,- 
295.95 for salaries of officers and 
for those engaged in organizing 
looks to a common newspaper 
man to be a monstrous sum, es- 
. pecially when we take into con- 
sideration the fact that so little 
has been accomplished by these 
men. 

Of the sum of $105,463.63 spent 
.in the work, the lawyers, the of 
fleers and organizers got $85,066.- 
46, or nearly one-fourth the 
amount sent here for the purpose 
of organizing men against their 
wish, for the purpose of keeping 
up a disturbance iu the county. 
This leaves the sum of $129,800.- 
45 that has been distributed to 
the men who have joined the or- 
ganization and for the purpose 
of paying other "incidental" ex- 
penses, whatever these "inci- 
dentals" may be. 

This money is raised by a tax 
that is levied on the miners in 
counties where the miners are 
unionized. Every miner is com- 
pelled, whether he likes it or 
not, to contribute to the mainte- 
nance of the so-called strike in 
Hopkins county. He has no 
choice in the matter, but when 
pay day arrives, his assessment 
is kept out and handed over to 
the fund to be used l.v the dila- 
tors. It may be that the man 
assessed is poor, hifl family 
need, his pay but little, yet that 
. does not keep him frottl having 
to contribute his mite t.i help 



maintain the lawyers, the offi- 
cers, the organizers and the oth- 
er "incidentals." 

And what good has been ac- 
complished by all this expendi- 
ture of money? The mines of 
Hopkins county are no nearer 
being organized now than they 
were 10 months ago. There is 
not a mine that is not running 
with a full force of men and or- 
ders coming in for coal faster 
than the order can be filled. Not 
more than 10 percent of the men 
who were at work in the mines 
at the time of the advent of the 
Mine Workers ever joined the 
organization, while the places of 
those who quit work have been 
filled without the least trouble 
to the operators. It is a fact 
that for every man who has 
thrown up his job, that two men 
have been ready to fill his va- 
cancy. There is not now a mine 
in -the county but has every man 
it needs for the successful man- 
agement of its business. — < Menu's

Maple sugar is made from the sap of 
the sugar, or bard maple, tree. It Is 
known by various names, but in north- 
ern New England It is called rock ma- 
ple.

This spout 
is furnished with a hook on which the 
buckets are hung. The buckets are 
usually of bright tin, and most of them 
lire provided with covers to keep out 
leaves nud bits of bark. 

It takes about seven or eight quarts 
of sap, ou an average, to wake u pound 
of sugar, and an average tree yields 
■Is pounds. It vnries, however, the lo- 
cation of the tree having an Important 
influence on the proportion of sugar in 
the sap. For Instance, a tree near a 
brook yields more sap but less sugar 
than one standing on a dry knoll. 

The sup ta gathered by meuns of large 
casks or holders fastened to a tied, 
drawn by oxen or horses. It Is then 
taken to the boiling house, usually in 
the center of the orchard, where It la 
placed in shallow evaporating pans. 
These are arranged with alternate di- 
visions which run nearly acroes the 
pan, thus forming a long course ex- 
tending In a sign* line the whole 
length of the evaporator. The sap runs 
In slowly at the upper end and runa out 
sirup at the lower. The latest In- 
proved evaporators have a cover and 
are self skimming, two features which 
practically eliminate all impurities. 

If the maker la selling nla product as 
sirup, be reduces it to a weight of ten 
or eleven pounds to the gallon. When 
making dry sugar, the sirup is placed 
In the sugaring off pan, where it la 
boiled until it will grain. If the sirup 
Is to be made Into bricks, it lo boiled a 
little longer than if lutended for dry 
sugar.

A Bit or History. 

In 1882, the first law in any 
state requiring the teaching of 
the physiological effects of alco- 
hol upon the human system, was 
enacted in Vermont. This first 
statute was a Very weak one, as 
it only specified that the effects 
of alcoluol upon the body should 
be among the subjects required 
to be taught," but it was a start 
in the right direction. 

The next state was Michigan, 
which in 188!J passed a law re- 
quiring the effects of alcohol to 
be taught "to all pupils in all 
schools." In 188-1, Rhode Island 
and New York enacted statutes 
similar to that of Michigan. 

In 1885, the legislature of 
Pennsylvania passed a law de- 
claring that the effects of alco- 
holic drinks and other narcotics 
should be included "in each di- 
vision of the subject of physiolo- 
gy and hygiene." A further 
stipulation was made that this 
Subject should "be studied as a 
'regular branch." To this state 
belongs the honor of affixing the 
first penalty for a non-compli- 
ance with its provisions. 

During this same year, 188f>, 
"scientific temperance instruc- 
tion" laws were passed in Maine, 
Alabama, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Oregon, Missouri and 
Nevada. 

In 1886, the national law was 
passed by Congress requiring 
that the study be pursued "with 



text books in the hands of pu- 
pils," and including the other 
strong provisions of the Pennsyl- 
vania law. This, the first tem- 
perance law ever enacted .by 
Congress, cost Mrs. Hunt, the 
originator of such a law, ten 
months of tireless labor at the 
national Capitol, in which the 
Woman's Christian Temperance 
I Dion of (he whole country par- 
ticipated. 

The same year, 1880, Connecti- 
cut, Maryland and Iowa passed 
similar laws. In 188T, West Vir- 
ginia, Colorado, and Minnesota 
passed strong laws, Delaware a 
weak one and California oue con- 
taining the penalty and "all pu- 
pils" clauses. 

In 1888, Ixmisiana passed the 
first strong law of the South; 
Ohio, a law with the penalty 
clause, and Florida, Illinois and 
Montana following in 188!). 
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In 181)1, North Carolina passed 
a law containing all the strong 
clauses. In 1802, Mississippi fol- 
lowed, but with a weaker statute. 

In l80iJ, the Connecticut law 
was a.nended to contain the 
strong specifications and Texas 
and Kentucky passed weak laws. 

In 1894, New Jersey passed a 
strong law. In 181)f>, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee and Indiana en- 
tered the circle. In I mm;, the 
New York law was strongly 
amended and in 1807, the law in 
Illinois. 1 

In 1808 Utah, in 1800 Arkan- 
sas, in 1H<K) Virginia, and late in 
in 1001 (ieorgia, completed the 
list, leaving no state or territory 
in the United States without 
some form of temperance ciiin a- 
tion legislation. 

When we reflect that theft 
scientific temperance instruction 
laws affect to a greater or less 
extent, the destiny of every 
child born, in this country, for 
generations to come, we are 
overwhelmed at the magnitude 
of their influence for good. Then, 
when we realize that if the ear- 
nest, cultured woman, in whose 
brain such a law was first con- 
ceived, lived in Kentucky, she 
would now be disfranchised, de- 
prived of the right to name her 
choice in the selection of officers 
to enforce the law, we confess a 
feeling of deep humiliation. 

Kentucky has ta-ken a long 
step backward in the last legis- 
lature, by withdrawing from 
women the morsel of suffrage 
which they possessed. Because 
some colored women in a single 
town engaged in a brawl on one 
election day, the voice of such 
women as Mrs. Frances K. Beau- 
champ, Miss Laura Clay, Mrs. 
Mary W. Bender and hundreds 
of other noble, consecrated 
women devoting their lives to 
the highest interests of the chil- 
dren in the public schools of the 
state, must be silenced. < >n how 
many election days have men 
engaged in brawls? Not only 



colored men, but white men. 
Tell it not in GAth. What I 
spasm of virtue must have at- 
tacked the wiseacres who voted 
for the repeal of this law. If 
they would only be consistent 
and disfranchise all individuals 
who engage in brawls on election 
day, they would really be ren- 
dering the state some service for 
the salaries they receive, but in 
the act they have committed, 
they have done the children in 
the public schools incalculable 

ury. We certainly could not 
hope for the passage of an anti- 
cigarette law by a legislature 
taking this backward step. 

If, however, any of these fos- 
sils is deluding himself with the 
idea that these two questions are 
settled, he is a wonderfully mis- 
taken man. Mrs. Hoffman, in 
one of her masterly addresses in 
Madisonville said, "No question 
is ever settled until it is settled 
right." As surely as the sun 
rises in the East, the time is 
coming when in Kentucky less 
thought will be given to whisky 
and horses and more to the mor- 
al and physical welfare of the 
children of the state; when 
women will not only have a voice 
in the selection of our law-mak- 
ers, but will occupy seats in the 
House of Assembly and in the 
Senate Chamber. 

"Centlemen may cry, 'Peace, 
peace,' " but there will be no 
peace, until the time lias come. 
Then the manufacturers of and 
dealers in cigarettes will take 
down their signs and olose their 
shutters.

In this epistle we arc, as one haa 
said, taken into the presenre chamber of 
the King and made acquainted with Hi* 
secret counsels and purposes concerning 
us. Only as W« by faith enter into His 
lore and purposes will we bp delivered 
from the works of darkness mentioned in 
chapter Iv, 31; I Cor. vl, 0, 10; (Sal. v, 1»- 
21. Intemperance, as generally under- 
stood, is one of the many works of dark- 
ness, but the child of God should be free 
from all if be would know the joy of be- 
ing a child of the Lord Almighty (II Cor. 
vi, 14-18). 

13, 14. "Awake thou that sleepest nud 
arise from the dead and Christ Bhall give 
thee light." The three favored apostles, 
heavy with sleep on the .Mount of Trans- 
figuration nnil actually sleeping In Uctb- 
seinnne, show us how (lie most highly fa- 
vored believers may lie indifferent to the 



( unispectly, not as fools, but as wise, re- 
deeming the time, because the days are 
evil." The Revised Version has on these 
two verses either in the text or the mar- 
gin "Look therefore carefully how ye 
walk," "buying up the opportunity." The 
• life of the believer is spoken of ns n con- 
tinue dying to self, nil overcoming, a 
conflict, a race (II for. Iv, 11; I John v. 
4, G: Eph. vi. 32: Hob. xii. 3), but in this 
epistle and elsewhere it Is also called "a 
walk." In the climax in Isu. xl, 31, the 
walking— that is, the steady plodding— is 
more difficult than the mounting on 
wings or the running. We are entreated 
to walk worthy of our vocation, not ai 
other gentihs walk, to walk in love, as 
children of light, to walk worthy of God, 
who hnth called us unto His kingdom and 
glory (Kph. Iv, 1, 17; v, 2, 8; I Thess. il, 
12). As to buying up the opportunities, 
If we had the zeal of unscrupulous busi- 
ness men, who for their own gain make 
corners In even the necessaries of life, 
how much might be accomplished in the 
service of Christ? If we walked as Christ 
walked (I John ii, 0). ail would be well, 
but who is sufficient? Onr sufficiency is 
of God (II Cor. iii, C). 

17. "Wherefore be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the Lord 
is." It is not the will of God that any 
should perish, for He will have all to be 
saved and has made full provision for the 
aaine (II Pet iii, 0; I Tim. ii. 4: John iii. 
16). When sinners are saved, He desires 
that they should be holy and so fully yield 
to Htm that they may prove in daily life 
how good and acceptable and perfect His 
wlU is (I Thess. iv, Bj Rom. sli, 1, 2).
